AN IMPORTANT MEETING. 


Outline of the Objects and Methods 


of the Charity Society. 


An important delegate meeting of all 


benevolent societies of Deoatur will be 
held in the Gallagher block to-morrow 
afternoon at 2 o'clock. It will result in 
the formation of a permanent charitable 
organization, such as in successful opera- 
tion at Indianapolis. The committee has 
prepared a constitution which will be 
presented at the meeting for adoption. 
It is outlined below, the points given 
setting forth in brief the objects and 
methods of the organization: 


NAME. 


The society shall be called the "Charity Or- 


ganization of Decatur." 


OBJECTS. 


To see that all deserving cases of destitution 


are properly relieved; to prevent indiscriminate 
and duplicate giving; to make employment the 
basis ol relief; to secure the community from 
imposture; to reduce vagrancy and pauperism 
and ascertain their true causes. 


METHODS. 


The objects ol the society are to be reached by 


a system of visiting and inquiry, thorough 111 
character; by bringing into harmonious action 
with each other all societies; by placing, under 
proper limitations, the results of inquiries at 
the service ol poor boards, church societies, 
charitable organizations and private persons of 
benevolence; by obtaining the necessary help 
for all deserving cases of want from the proper 
charitable societies, or from official or individual 
sources; or, failing In this, by furnishing relief 
from its own funds; By raising the poor from a 
condition of dependence by fostering their self- 
respect, and by promoting habits of forethought 
and self-help., and better and more sanitary 
modes of living. 


The society shall conbist ol a Union of charity 


organizations and church societies, each con- 
tributing »5.00 annually. 
A contribution of 


$25.00 gives a life membership, or anyone can 
become a member by paying 91.00 or giving a 
like amount to any one of the societies compris- 
ing the Union organization. 


The officers will be a president, five vice-presi- 


dents, a secretaiy and treasurer. There »ill be 
five district committees, one for each ward, each 
to have five members, to be elected by members 
of the societies residing In the wards. The mayor 
will name a poliocmau to act with each com- 
mittee. The Central Council of five members- 
one from each district—shall consider all ques" 
tlons of principle relative to the work, the mayor, 
one supervisor, oveisccr of the poor, county 
physician, chairman oi the board of health, the 
hospital physician, and the city maishol to bo 
cx-ufflciu members of the council. 


Tlie .society shall have :v central office, wheie 


each morning tlie societies giving aid shall send 
full reports of relict gh en, and at the office shall 
be kept .1 fieo reglstiy of labor and a s>steruizrd 
record ot all applications 'or relief. The secre- 
tary sliall leccive a salary and shall have chaige 
oftheeeiiti.il office, sliall keep the register of 
laboi .mil shall industriously endeavor tobilng 
tbe employer and laborer together. lie shall 
thoioughly investigate cveiy application foi ic- 
liei, calling to his assistance, when necessary, 
the ilistiict committee, tlie overseer of the poor, 
the i onntj physician and the police. 


It will be an open meeting for all in- 


terested in benevolence, and everybody 
is invited to be present. Plenty of room 
in the hall.

designated for that purpose by the Secretary o£ 
the Treasury, a certidcate from the United States 
Con suitor the port of clcuraiKO ol said vessci, 
stating that said Immigrant is not a convict, 
pauper, idiot or insane- person, and that ho is 
possessed of sufllcieut means to support himself 
for the penoil of six months. If any such immi- 
grant shall bo the head of a family with wli >m he 
Is immigrating into the United States, then such 
certificate shall state that fact, give the number, 
ngc and relationships of the members of said 
family, and shall further state that the head of 
said family is not a convict, pauper, idiot or in- 
sane person, and that he is possessed of suffi- 
cient means to support himself and said family 
for the period of six months.
